House passes measures to help strengthen economy |

There's fo denying that ou 
economy has been hurt by the 
lerrorist attacks of last: month 
While Americans are pulling 
together, Congress is looking to 
enact economic incentives to 
help put more Americans back 
to Work. Last week, the House 
of Representatives pissed the 
Eeunomic Security and 
Recovery Act to help restore oui 
economy to more solid footing, 

A key component of this, reliet 
plan ‘includes speeding up the 
tax relief on income taxes thi 
became iw earher this year 
This will mean real savings to 
people across-the-board Por 
example, Americans who 
received a partial. rebate under 
this spfing’s tax relief bill will 
have their payments topped up 
10 the full $300 for individuals 
and $600 for married couples 
Those who filed @ tax return: in 
2000 but were not eligible in the 
previous round would get a pay- 
ment of $300 for individuals or 
$600 for couples.

This. query involves the ‘assumption that greeting, by means of 
Kissing -was, commanded by Paul in, the message alluded to 
(Romans 16:16). This tS an unwarranted: conclusion, Neither 
here, nor in any of the other instances where this mode of greet- 
ing is mentioned in the New Testament (1 Corinthians-16:20; 2 
Corinthians 13:12; 1 Thessalonians 5:26; 1: Peter 5:14), was 
kissing ordained as a'method of greeting: in-each instance of its 
occurrence, the Holy. Spirit designated the kindof kiss to be 
used, i.e, a holy” kiss. a kiss “of love.” Kissing, as a way. of 
greeting, already existed; and, it did not begin with Christianity. 

The practice dates to the period of patriarchy, and is widely 
observed, to this day, in’ many non Christian-lands, and is 
engaged in by people of many: religions. 
Emphasis. in the Spirit's injunction, is on the word holy. The 
Kiss was to be a holy one’- not a lustful, licéntious one. Thus, 
the kiss, already in vogue as a mode of greeting. was sanctified, 
and glevated to the level which should characterize Christians. 
A cheery.;word, a handshake. a smile are. means of greeting in 
our land and in our uge, and not kissing. Any greeting, engaged 

se by-Christians..should: be meaningful; sincere, without affec- 
tion, Kissing. unrestrained, leads to promiscuity; hence, ‘a prac- 
tice already engaged. in‘was to be holy, pure. chaste, when par- 
ticipated in-by Christians. But, itis not'a “church ordinance;” it 
is not bound on Christians today; and it is seldom engaged in. 
We obey the spirit of the injunction when we greet our brethren 
and sisters today by Shaking ‘hands with them warmly and sin-

Clean Summer 


Qutdoor Fabrics - 


before storing 


Angela G, Hughes 

County Extension Agent, . 

We usually think of Labor 
Day as the end of the summer 
and the beginning of fall. So, it 
will soon, be time to put away 
summer lounge chairs, Fabrics 
for lounge chairs’ and other out- 
door summer equipment should 
be cleaned before storing fOr the 
winter. 

Wash fabric-cushioned lawn 
chairs and hammocks with 
water and a laundry detergent. 
Usega brush to clean around 
seams and crevices. Rinse with 
plenty of water, Allow to dry 
thoroughly before folding and 
storing. 

Boat covers and tops need the 


-same scrubbing with water and 


laundry detergent followed by a 
thorough rinsing. Clean the 


cover while it’s on the boat to . 


prevent shrinkage. Allow «both 
sides of the cover to dry, 

If you didn’t clean your tent 
when you came home from a 
camping trip, clean the tent 
before storing it for the winter. 
Rinsing with water is usually 
enough for a tent. If necessary, 
use a mild soap, such as a liquid 
dish detergent, and a soft brush, 
Repeated scrubbing and harsh 


detergents such as laundry deter-*' 


gents can break down the water- 
proof coating. 

Rinse thoroughly so no soap 
residue remains, Allow the tent 
to air dry thoroughly, preferably 
in a shaded area, Undetected 
moisture can cause fabric deteri- 
oration and mildew growth dur- 
ing storage. 

Repair any damage to. fabric 
items now. Seal tent seams, 
lubricate zippers, replace grom- 
mets and tapes, and mend holes. 
Then you'll be ready to use 
these items as soon as the weath- 
er turns warm next spring.
